VERY  RARE  STONE  AGE  RELICS  OF  THE  SWISS  LAKE  DAVELLERS. 

Being  Relics  of  One  of  The  Oldest  Races  of  Which  There  is  visible 
Record  and  Remains.  These  Relics  are  Said  to  be  from  7,000  to  9,000  years 
old.  These  natives  lived  in  Pile-Buildings  on  the  Lakes  of  Switzerland,  and 
fished  and  hunted  and  warred  with  the  curious  implements  and  weapons 
listed  below.
